This is a decision on the petition, filed September 25, 2007, which is being treated as a petition under 
37 CFR 1.181 (no fee) requesting withdrawal of the holding of abandonment in the above-identified 
application.

The petition is GRANTED. 

The application was held abandoned for failure to timely respond to the final Office action mailed 
July 26, 2006. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on June 26, 2007. In response, on September 
25, 2007, the present petition was filed. 

Petitioner asserts that a timely response to the Office action of July 26, 2006 was submitted in the 
form of a Request for Continued Examination (RCE), with an appropriate 3 -month petition for 
extension of time, on January 26, 2007. Accordingly, petitioner request that the abandonment be 
withdrawn. 

A review of the written record confirms that a timely RCE under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed on 
January 26, 2007. Consequently, no abandonment existed. The holding of abandonment is hereby 
withdrawn and the application is restored to pending status. 
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It is noted that a $400 petition fee accompanied the response filed January 26, 2007. As this petition 
fee appears to be unnecessary, the $400 petition fee is being credited to counsel's deposit account as 
authorized.
